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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  averaged  6.89  cents  per  pound 
during  April  and  6.88  cents  for  the  first  four  months  of  this  year  or 
0.17  cents  above  the  average  for  the  same  period  last  year.  This  was 
in  contrast  to  the  world  raw  sugar  price  which  averaged  2.24  cents  per 
pound  during  January-April  1966  or  0.  18  cents  less  than  the  comparable 
average  price  in  1965. 

The  season's  average  pricing  period  for  Louisiana  raw  sugar  for  the 
196  5  crop  extended  from  October  1,  1965  through  April  28,  1966  and  the 
average  price  during  that  period  was  6.82  cents  per  pound  or  0.28  cent 
higher  than  the  6.54  cents  average  for  the  previous  crop. 

For  the  period  April  27  through  May  10,  the  'spot  prices  have  been  un- 
changed at  6.90  cents  per  pound  for  domestic  raw  sugar  and  2.11  cents 
for  world  raw  sugar. 

The  wholes  ale  list  prices  for  100  pound  bags  of  refined  sugar  as  of  May 
10  continue  to  be  the  same  as  shown  in  the  April  Sugar  Reports.  For 
cane  sugar:  10.20  cents  per  pound  in  the  Northeast,  9.80  cents  in  the 
Southeast  and  Gulf,  9.55  cents  in  the  Chicago-West  and  9.40  cents  on 
the  Pacific  Coast.  Beet  sugar  in  the  Chicago- West  territory  is  listed  at 
9.35  cents  per  pound  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast  at  9.40  cents. 

Both  cane  and  beet  sugar  are  offered  at  0.  10  cent  less  than  the  quoted 
price  in  the  direct  shipping  territory  of  the  Chicago- West  territory  with 
an  additional  0.10  cent  allowance  for  direct  shipments. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  the  first  four  months 
of  1966  were  reported  at  3,019,000  tons  or  128,000  tons  more  than  for 
the  same  months  last  year.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  deliveries  were  up 
149,000  tons  while  beet  sugar  processors'  deliveries  were  down 
18,000  tons  . 

Refiners'  stocks  at  the  end  of  April  totaled  776,000  tons,  an  increase 
of  96,000  tons  during  the  month  of  April  and  55,000  tons  more  than  on

April  30,  1965.  Since  refiners'  deliveries  during  April  were  529,000 
tons,  their  receipts  during  the  month  were  about  625,000  tons. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  May  1,  1966  was  629,000  tons 
as  compared  to  717,000  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year.  During- the 
last  three  crop  years,  sugar  production  after  May  1  was  170,000  tons 
in  1965,  205,000  tons  in  1964  and  267,000  tons  in  1963.  The  percentage 
of  the  crop  completed  by  May  1  was  81  percent  in  1965,79  percentdn 
1964  but  only  73  percent  in  1963. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  through  April  30,  1966  was  330,000  tons  'as 
compared  to  327,000  tons  at  the  same  time  in  196  5  and  3  57,000  tons  .in 
1964.  The  total  1965  crop  was  1 ,  218 ,  000  tons  and  the  196  4  crop  was 
1 ,  179,000  tons  . 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Nature  of  action 
The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today 
announced  processor  allotments  of  the  1966  quota 
for  the  Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area.  These  allot- 
ments, totaling  2,873,750  short  tons,  raw  value, 
replace  preliminary  allotments  which  have  been 
in  effect  since  January  1,  1966.  (USDA  4171-65) . 

Total  allotments  announced  today  represent  9  5  per- 
cent of  the  quota  established  for  the  area,  pend- 
ing the  availability  of  final  1965  crop  data. 

These  allotments  were  established  on  the  basis  of 
a  public  hearing  held  on  March  1,  1966  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  (See  May  7,  1966  Federal 

Register) . 

May  4,  Announced  revised  proces sor  allotments  increasing 

1966  the    permitted  entries  of   Puerto  Rican  sugar  into 

the  continental  United  States  for  direct-consump- 
tion during  calendar  year  1966  . 

The  revised  allotments  totaling  1  50  ,  000  short  tons, 
raw  value,  reflect  substitution  of  final  data  for  es- 
timated data  on  1965  marketings  and  an  increase 
in  the  direct-consumption  limit  established  when 
total  sugar  requirements  for  U.  S.  consumption 
were  increased  from  9 . 8  to  10.0  million  tons 
(Press  Release  USDA  1104-66).  This  action  in- 
creases allotments  17,700  tons  above  those  pre- 
viously established  (Press  Release  USDA4163-65) . 
(See  May  10,  1966  Federal  Register).

752,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  about  '6  5 ,  000  tons 
from  March  1966  and  down  4,000  tons  from  April  1965.  January-April 
1966  deliveries  3,019,000  short  tons ,  raw  value ,  up  127,000  tons  from 
January- April  1965.  Final  data  for  March  1966  deliveries  8 17  ,  000  short 
tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  preliminary  as   815,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  April  30,  1966  were  2,498,830  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  9,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  20,000  tons  from  March  31,1966.  During  April  refiners'  stocks- 
increased  96,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  73,000  tons, 
mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by  39,000  tons  and  im- 
porters of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  by  5,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  April  30,  1966  were  3,996,732  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,003,268  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the   10,000,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally ,  January-March  deliveries  ,  1966  as  compared  to  1965, 
were  up  in  4  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  --  New  England  15.1  percent, 
South  12.0  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  10.6  percent,  North  Central  0,4 
percent.  Decrease  -  West  0.3  percent.
